pay good prices for seed corn and 
their Inability to obtain It. 
'This scarcity could be prevented by 
Selecting the seed when.lt Is most 
abundant and when the;very best can 
be_ obtained—nt ripening time when It 
has-been In no way reduced.in vital- 
ity. 
Many'let this opportunity pass, 


the farmers expecting to purchase their 
seed corn; only to find that they can- 
not buy nt any price in the winter or 
spring as good seed as they could have 
selected-In the autumn. 


Requirements for Seed. 


Until a community has Its experi- 


enced nnd honest corn breeder, the best 
place for the farmer to obtain seed 
corn is from;fields on his own farm 
or In his neighborhood that were plant- 
ed with a variety that has generally 
proved most successful In that local- 
ity. By far too mnny farmers consid- 
er seed good simply because It will 
grow.

The same 'tiny seed corn Is gathered 


thp husked cars should he put In a 
ili-y place where thyrc Is free circula- 
tion gf air, nnd placed In such a man- 
ner lhat |he cars do not touch each 
other. Tills Is the only safe proced- 
ure. If left In the husk long after ri- 
pening, ii«may sprout or mildew dur- 
jng worm, dry rieutlier, or become In- 
fested with weevils or grain moths, 
or their eggs.

There are .various ways In which 


seed corn can be prepared for drying. 
The ears nmy be hurig. on strings of 
binder twine or cord. Wire racks may 
also be used. The farmer, however, 
may^ exercise his own Ingenuity as to 
what mclhnd he will use, but. should 
be certain that the corn Is stored In 
a place where .It will not be exposed 
to dump atmosphcrc'or rats or other 
destructive pests.
